I do not mean to convey 
the idea that all bodies can be sat- 
isfactorily embalmed, as some of 
so-called embalmers would 
have you believe whose knowledge 
is very limited in tbe art and science, 
those who graduated at a two-days' 
call without an examination, but I 
do assert without fear of contra 
diction that all bodies practically 
treated will not undergo the state 
of decomposition at any time, but 
will gradually return to dust. We 
should establish for the better pro- 
tection cf life and health to pre- 
vent the spread of contagious dis- 
eases, regulating the practice of 
embalming and the care and dispo- 
sition of the dead human bodies.

horn bottle during tbe first month's 
experience of that imp among the 
powerful and vile-smelling things 
are popularly supposed to 
make a sanitary impression upon 
the human system.
